SROOTING AFFRAY-IN- THE CITY. 
4 DETECTIVE DANGEROUALY WOUNDED, 
Yesterdey forsncon a Chineas detective 
was dangerously wounded with & rovelver 
by «criminal who he. was endeavouring | 
to arrest. Tho circamatances of the out-_ 
‘ago aro somewhat similar to the resent 
murder in Wanobsi, but this time the affair 
‘was committed in broad daylight and inoue 
of tho moat frequented atreeta in the city. 
Tt appears that for the last fow nights a 
Chinaman named Lai Mit haw been lodging 
along witha tumber of other Ohineso in a 
House set apart ‘for the employéa Bt the 
Kowshing and Ting Hing thestres.. Yos- 
terday morning-after Lai Mit left the 
house, ona of the employs mised 
his j-cket, and immediately suspeoted Lai 
Mit had stolen it, About nine o’clock be 
went tothe Ceniral Police Station and re- 
ported the matter to tho Police. About a 
quarter to ten o'clock Ohiness detectiva Lai 
Tak Sing (No, 218) went out in search ofthe 
suspected thief, The detective mot s 
Chinaman in Wellington Streot who atated 
hekuew Lai Mit, and he asked him tocyme 
along with, him and point bim cut, At 
that moment the man observed Tai Mit 
walking slong the strect, and pointed him 
out to tho detective. The detective and 
the Informer walked towards him when ho 
bolted into Guizlaff Street, The two men 
chased him fram thence into Gage Btreot, 
Graham Street, Lyndhurst Terrace, beck 
into Gutz'sf* Street. The man wanted 
then darted into a narrow lone nim- 
ed Chuk. Hing Lane, running from 
Guizlaff Street into Guge Srect, The 
informor and, the detectiva by this 
time had become soparated. On entering 
Gutzlaff Street tho, informer heard a whistle 
blowing, and immedintely afterwardathe 
wonted mau appeared in sight. He eu- 
deayoured to atop him, but Lal Mit, pointed 
a rovolyer at bim which caused him to 
tlink into a doorway for protection. Lal 
Mit then doubled back the Lane, and was 
mot by the detective. “The constable rith 
groat coolness and daring endeavanred to 
arreat’ him, . Being thus brought to bay 
Lui Mit pointed the revolver at the detee- 
tiveand fired. The bullet atrack the de- 
tective on the right aide of the abdomen 
and he fell bleeding in the street. He bad 
ovly sufficiant strength left to take out his 
whistle and blow for sssistanco and he then 
dropped with sheer exhaustion. Thero woro 
a large number of Ohinose in the alxcet at 
the time but no attempt was made to score 
the would-be murderer, who by.-the time
